AIDING COMPETITION. 


The New Telephone Franchise to 


-~ Be -Futfhecl Along. 


The ordinance asking for bids 'for a 


telephone franchise,' at the Instance of 
the Commercial 
Telephone Company, 


came up with several amendments from 
the judiciary committee. 


Some 
of- these amendments were 


talked on shortly before the meeting of 
the council, In n conference bf-tween 
the committee' and representatives of 
the company in question. 


One of these amendments requires the 
company, within a given time, to build 
300 blocks of wire and serve every cus- 
tomer inside of the city limits. 
The 


original reriulrment was 
3fiO blocks, 


but the rcperf-s-ntacives of the company 
said that that requirement would crip- 
ple them. 
The rates are as follows: Residences, 


per month, 52.50; business houses, $3.50; 
Ions distance, $5. 
The ordinance was accompanied by a 


resolution calling for bids on the fran- 
chise to he opened August 5th and the 
resolution was passed unanimously.
